The Bureau*s files reflect that General Bel Valle was 
born in 1893 at San Juan, Puerto Bico, Ee is reported to have been 
one of the Marine Corps* outstanding artillery experts. He received 
several military decorations for the roles he played in important 
battles in the Pacific during the last war particularly in connection 
with the campaigns at Guadalcanal and Okinawa, Files indicate that 
Bel Valle is allegedly very anti-Semitic, In 1941 it was reported that 
the General*s wife had displayed decidedly pro-German sentiments. 

The Bureau also received a report that General Bel Valle fud been 
friendly with James True who is publisher of **The James True Associates** 
and was one of the defendants under indictment^ in the mass sedition 
case which developed during the last War, In 1951 General Bel Valle 
contacted Mr, BeLoach of the Bureau at which time he launched into a 
tirade against what he termed **Semitic aliens of the Government,** On 
that occasion Bel Valle stated that he recently had been appointed to 
an executive position with the International Telephone and Telegraph 
Corporation in Buenos Aires, Argentina, By letter dated May 81, 1951, 
addressed to Mr, BeLoach, General Bel Valle transmitted some information 
concerning alleged Communism in the movie industry. This letter was 
acknowledged by the Bureau, By letter dated March 10, 1953, Bel Valle 
wrote to the Bureau regarding Radio Free Europe, which organisation is 
supported and subsidised by the CIA, He furnished derogatory informa¬ 
tion regarding Radio Free Europe and stated that he had called the 
matter to the attention of Senator Joseph McCarthy, This letter was 
also acknowledged by the Bureau at which time General Bel Valle was 
thanked for his interest and concern. 

Needless to say, the publicity which the CIA has been 
receiving in recent weeks has upset the officials of that agency. The 
wide publicity given to the William Bundy matter, Allen Bulles* 
encounter with Senator McCarthy, the attacks of Y/estbrook Pegler and 
now the recent storm created by General Bel Valle has placed Allen Bulles 
in a most uncomfortable position. Officials of the Office of Security 
in the CIA realise that the agency is vulnerable in other points and 
they are trying to determine where individuals such as Pegler, Bel Valle 
and Senator McCarthy may strike next. The recent publicity is 
probably only the beginning, bearing in mind that Congress in its 
next session very likely will devote more attention to CIA activities,

additional data had been deveionea “aiTthe CIA afcer considerable 
proddinc;, p’is attention x-jss direcced to the fact that C-IA had 
possession of information which should have been given to the Bureau 
long ago but CIA apparently felt that che information should not have 
been disseminated to the Bureau. It V7as explained to General i^mith 
that aonarently the case seemed to be ’tinned dov/n but damage had 
already ’ een done to the Bureau through malicious rumors x*Jhich were 
circulating throughout Washington. General Smith then asked Fapich 
X'^hy he x-ias calll 5 ;ig all this to his attention. i

Paoich told General Smith f'at he had res’^ect and admlra- 
tion for everything that General S^ith had done in behalf of his 
country but the Liaison Agent felt that he x-jas obliged to be frank 
and blunt. Paoich then adTrised Smith that he had been ^'ollox-jing this 
matter very closely and that as far as Pai^ich x^ras personally concernedt 
General Smith undoubtedly originated the rumor, Pa’^ich made it very ’ 
clear to Smith that he x*jas making this as a personal observation 
based nn his knov7ledge of facts developed so far. Smith X'^as taken 
back end obviously x-jas very UPset ani angry. He stated, "l don’t 
knoxi7 X'jhy I deal x-ji th you” and then ■caused foi» several seconds. He ^ 

then cal'nly replied, ”Sa'r>, I do not know. It is possible that I did 
start the rumor.'*’ He exT^lained by stating that he has had numerous 
conversations with various neo’^le concerning sex perverts in the 
Department of State, In this connection he has also talked to people 
about the use of the polygraph. Smith stated that it x-jas hiWuly 
possible that in connection x-7ith such discussions he may have miadef-^- 
the comment they an ex-3ureau Agent had been detected as teinr: a if 

nervert as a result of a ’“olygra’^h examination at the CIA. Smith 
reiterx'ted that he could not recall if he had sr>ecifically discussed ^ 
this tut he stated, "This is very nossible,” Smith became rather 
conciliatory in his tone and stated that if he did vake such a state¬ 
ment he had done so not m.aliciously or x-7ith any intention of harming 
the Bureau, He then proceeded to laud the Bureau and the Director,"

Swith asked Panich if he thoup^ht any harm was done to the "^ureau 
if he had unintentionally started the rumor. Panich renlied that 
there was no question about it that rumors always do harm, narticu— 
larly when they are passed around by the vjrong neople. Par.ich then 
commented that the General’s intentions might have been good b§tt 
it t-jas the Liaison Agent’s personal observation that the General 
sometimes "talked too mmch," The General again became"irritated 
but for some unknown reason quickly subsided and emphatically stafeed, 

"I again repeat I -^ay have started the rumor but I did not do so 
with any intent of injuring the Bureau." 

Panich asked General Smith how much information he 
actually received from the CIA concerning the ex-Agent. Smith 
emphatically stated that Allen Dulles had made a very breif comment 
to him concerning a case which involved a polygraph examination 
.gi''’'en to an ex-Bureau Agent. It was his recollection that Dulles 
had commented that the examination had produced eacidence indicating 
that the ex-Bureau e'^’nloyee was a pervert. Smith stated that he 
t'Jas not certain of the exact language used by Dulles but to his best 
recolledtion it v/as nersented to him as explained above. General 
Smith then m_ade the observation that he knows Dulles very well and that 
if Dulles had anything to do with the failure of not diseminating 
infoDmation to the Bureau, it was solely based on the fa6t that 
Dulles has a great fear of Mr. Hoover. 

Needless to say, the blunt and direct approach made by the 
Liaison Agent on this matter Incensed General Smith; however, it was 
very ob''>'ious that he became conciliatory and palliative by the time 
the interview ended. His attitude possibly can best be described by 
his statement, " I do not want to fight Mr, Hoover." 

Near the end of the interviei-? Smith m^ade reference to his 
health which he considered was deteriorating. He stated that he x-jas 
definitely leaving the Department of State by January 1, 1951i. This 
is Possible but it should be borne in mind that Smith "pops off,"

Liaison Agent that the uncooperative attitude taken by the GIA a 
\naturally was most prejudicial to the relations between the Bureau

When Dulles returns the Liaison Agent will take the 
following action: 

(l) Dulles will be told that first of all CIA had 
\ exhibited a most uncooperative attitude decidedly prejudicial ^ 

[not only to the best interests of the country but to the .relations | 
{between the two agencies by failing to furnish derogatory inf or— g 

mation which had been developed concerning a former Bureau employee,^ 
It will be pointed out that if the information were true the facts 
naturally would have a direct and serious bearing on the security 
of the Bureau^s operations, particularly since the ex—employee 
had been handling most sensitive work*

(S) His attention will be directed to the fact that 
even after the Bureau had approached the CIA on the matter that 
Agency was reluctant and even offered resistance to furnish 
information in possession of the CIA, Hulles will be informed 
that even after CIA furnished some information that Agency was 
not inclined to identify its sources, all of which only introduced 
additional obstacles to the Bureau who was interested in checking 
on what might have been a serious security risk. 




(3) Dulles will be told that CIA’s failure to cooperate 
was further aggravated by the fact that although that Agency 
allegedly guarded the information on the ex-‘Agent in a highly 
sensitive and restricted manner, there nevertheless was a rumor 
circulated in Washington concerning the case. 


( 4 ) Dulles will he informed that the Bureau has been 
cooperating with the CIA by furnishing that Agency any derogatory 
information received concerning CIA personnel or operations, The 
Bureau has disseminated considerable information of that nature 
and has always expedited the transmittal to the Office of Security, 
CIA, or to the Director of that Agency depending upon the merits 
of the case, Dulles will be told that it is difficult for the 
Bureau to understand why the CIA does not reciprocate with similar 
cooperation. 


( 5 ) It will be emphasised to Dulles that the entire ■ 
matter has been one of grave concern to the Director who desires 
to call the case to Dulles’ personal attention hoping that steps 
will be taken to prevent a recurrence of a similar incident.
